He advocated the formation 'of an advisory council for students, 
promising that "stop-gap. measures' would be. instituted tills 'fall." . .

The floor was then left open for 
questions from those present. 

Student Query 

A student brought up "continua- 
tion of SEC autonomy what is It, 
and what would wo be losing ?" 

Gordon defined the autonomy 
we now have : "Students comple- 
tely control the Union," and said 
that the SEC, as the representati- 
ve of the student body, was inde- 
pendent of the Board of Govern- 
ors, except in cases of cheating on 
exams, courses of study, and other 
academic matters. 

He feels that there is a danger 
to this freedom in the event of 
any mismanagement of the New 
Union, as "the University has an 
investment of three' and one half 
million dollars in It." 

Answering thé same question, 
Krause said that most American 



iao final university students "cannot belie- 
ve, or comprehend our autonomy." 
Ha^added that at the University of 
Pennsylvania which he has attend- 
ed,' the President of the student 
government "is a mere figure- 
head." 

Asked to "talk some more about 
travel rates," Krause said that the 
present flights- are too rigidly 
scheduled, that group plans should 
be arranged'for students to obtain 
discounts when travelling home hi 
the summer. 

Gordon stated that "knowing the 
office staff and space available, 
siich a project is completely un- 
realistic." "They have not been 
able to fill even one flight to 
Europe," he said.

A roport.on the Debating Union 
found it responsible for negligence 
with regard to the- constitution, in 
matters of , executive meetings, fi- 
nance arrangements, and general 
affairs. The report was made in 
the presence 'of Butch Shlmmel- 
iqànît'^ President; Sue Gross,' 'Vice 
Président; Mark Fiefer, Treasurer; 
and Harold Crooks and Ron Ber- 
ger, candidates for President. . 

There has been no attempt to 
hold any public speaking contests. 
No executive meetings have been 
held, due to thé political factions 
within the executive. 

RaallocoHons 

There have been reallocations of 
money for debates which were not 
previously planned. This results 
from the debates with the Amer- 
ican colleges which were brought 
here by the CBC for a tTV series. 
However, ^tha 7;,treuurer.. claimed 
that he ha'd'nof^beeri informéd of 
the reallocations. 

The opinion was reached that 
executive meetings should have 
been held, régardless of the cliques 
present, in order to settle differ- 
ences between the factions.

."It l«|»IUl5very early In the sea- 
son j^for, employers to be approach- 
lng;/i«J;,with> summer positions," 
went oh V, thé Placement Service 
Chief, "arid 'we find that it is not 
until later, usually March or April, 
that most positions are offered."

The Placement Service places 
between 2,000 and 2,500 people a 
year. Mr. Coleman explained that 
besides finding summer jobs for 
students, his staff is occupied with 
finding part-time work for stu- 
dents, jobs for graduates, and in 
some cases, jobs for people who 
have graduated from McGill in 
years past.

The first literary meetings oTthc 
Letters Club saw 35 ehthustastic 
students turn out to hear Rosemary 
Eakins discuss "Trends in Modem 
Literature" last night. 

She discussed the merits and 
styles of modern writers, giving 
special attention to those of the 
twentieth century. She compared 
their artistic value, dividing their 
worlcs into groups, lasting and non- 
lasting. 

The poets whom she considered 
lasting are' Yeats, Pound, Frost, 
Dylan Thomas, and e. e. cum- 
mings (the latter in certain stages 
only). Among the novelists, she 
included D. H. liawrencc, Faullcner, 
Virginia Woolf, and the early John 
Steinbeck. 

Twentieth Century 

She summed up the twentieth 
century by saying that although it 
is characteristic of a large number 
of very good writers, there is de- 
finitely an equal number of very 
bad writers.

Johnson: was takhig part in a 
joint McGUl — Sir George West 
Indiait Week Panel at the latter 
place last , night, The: panel, com* 
posed of four Wést'Indiaii'' students 
representing various -disciplines, 
agreed that rapid industrialization 
was necessary in the West Indies, 
but disagreed on the possible con- 
sequences. . 

Gumal Dillon, a Sociology stu- 
dent from Sir George, stated that 
a period of social adjustment will 
be needed, especially regarding 
changes in the educational system. 
The relatively high literacy rate 
in Trinidad-Tobago, Jamaica and 
BarbaHos, be suggested, would fa- 
cilitate the transition. 

Light Industry 
Trinidadian' Graduate economist 
Wilma Augusthio noted that the 
lack of natural resources affect- 
ing, the, "Little Eight" islands was 
equally "^1' disadvantageous in the 
larger units. With the low level 
of domestic investment, she stated, 
the most efficient use of the labor 
force would be to concentrate on 
develophig light indv^^^^ 

A member of the audience sug- 
gested that the problem with light 
industry was the facility with 
which it could be withdrawn from 
the country. 

Keith Hunte, a History .'student 
from McGill, feared the danger in 
drawing particular historical pa- 
rallels in this case. Puerto Rico, 
however, had experienced increas- 
ed employment when she handed 
economic control over to private

referring . to the prospective Influx of foreign capital Into the 



industries. If any conclusion can 
be drawn, he suggested, it was 
that "overdependence on govern- 
ment can be ft handicap to develop- 
ment". •■ 

As regards education, he insist- 
ed on "a radical change in think- 
ing", which must be brought about 
by a more functional stress on 
technical training — as a pre- 
quisite to successful industrializa- 
tion. He disagreed with Miss Au- 
gustine, who felt this emphasis 
would follow industrial develop- 
ment. . ' 

Revolutionary 
Johnson, the aforementioned re- 
volutionary, was asked by mode- 
rator Jeff Davidson whether West 
Indian politicians were prepared 
— or even willing — to face the 
problem of industiialization. Re- 
plied Johnson, "I don't want to 
get personal, but my opinion of 
West Indian politicians is not very 
high". He- accused them of playing 
political games, which are pardo- 
nable in nations such as the United 
States, which can afford them.': 

The paradox of industrialization, 
he said, was that In their hurry to 
eliminate individual poverty, the 
politicians might forget the initial 
human factor. The present govern 
ment, he asserted, were playing 
for votes, without taking care to 
safeguard the people, 'as from 
foreign economic domination. 

Johnson argued that the lack of 
security measures, i.e. unemploy- 
ment Insurance plans, was a disas- 
trous oversight for an area so de

Kchénberpuid^Uiâra glance at 
the proposed constitution revealed 
no obvious discrepancies which 
might prevent ratification, but ho 
pointed out that Council was legal- 
ly empowered to reject the consti- 
tution on ideological or political 
grounds — i.e. because they felt 
that the Communists were an un- 
desirable clement and should not 
be sanctioned by the student body. 

Echenberg declined to predict 
how Council might vote on the 
issue. If the League's constitution 
were not ratified, he said, it would 
be barred from participating in 
Model Parliament and also from 
ushig Studbnts' Society facilities. 

No Connection 

Dent said the fledgling parly has 
no connection with , the Socialist 
Society, which Is primarily an edu- 
cational organization. The Young 
Communist League, he .stressed, 
will be a partisan group. 

He said a meeting would be held 
before the end c| this year to 
organize the club and to acquaint 
students with its views.

government and private — .should 
recognize- that. it. is essential for 
the welfare of university students 
to receive adequate training and 
remuneration, if possible, during 
the summer." 

Many students, after registering 
with the Placement Service, havo 
been disappointed that no one has 
ever even contacted them, much 
less offered them a job. Mr. Cole- 
man explained that he has a full- 
time staff of only five, and limited 
telephone facilities. 

"We cannot possibly contact all 
students who register wth us," ho 
explained. "Rather, after register- 
ing with us, students should drop 
in frequently ' and find out what 
employment opportunities are ' a- 
vailable." 

The Placement Service goes af- 
ter companies in a general w.ay.; 
sending out circulars and so on, 
explaining the heed for summer^ 
jobs. "But we have found that :in ' 
most cases, it is the conlpanies 
and individuals who get'in contact 
with us. ' ' . : . . J - , 
students seeking suniimer em- 
ployment would . be well-advised 
to get up to the Placement Servi- 
ce. They should see Miss -Pellètier.;

Pearson — the Loser

Soon, the smoke must clear, the votes be counted, and a 
government formed to rule this country. In an effort to form 
this government, three parties are attaching great importance 
to their 'arms' policies in on effort to garner Votes,- this course 
being forced upon them by the lack of 'bread and. butter' - 
Issues due to the improved, re-lnvlgoroted economic climate in 
Canada. The fourth party, the Progressive Conservatives, whilst 
taking credit for the almost bustling economy, have also been ' 
forced to emphasize their 'arms' policy. It would therefore seem 
proper to examine the' four policies proposed by the- parties, 
concerning this controversial issue. 

The NDP is clear and concise — no atomic arms for Canada 
or for use by its troops abroad. 

The Social Credit, according to Réal Caouette, is also on a 
'no nuclear arms' kick. Big brother Bob (Thompson) disagrees, 
and confusion reigns, Jhough it Is nothing compared to the : 
next platform, that of the Liberals. 

The Liberals have reverted to their old 'two policy' plat- 
form dug up from the KIng-St. Laurent regimes, one policy for 
Quebec and one for the rest of Canada. Though Indeed, it must 
. be admitted that In those days of old they never showed racial 
favouritism, rarely if ever, adopting either of the. policies put 
forward. Mr. Pearson's policy for the "'rest of Canada' Is that 
we must accept nuclear weapons, both on Canadian soil and 
abroad, because we ore obliged by agreement to accept them. 
Then, he says, we may negotiate, and presumably, send them 
back to the Stales following these negotiations. Pearson's Que- 
bec policy' is different; he told Quebec's Liberal MP's that they, 
may campaign on on anti-nuclear arms platform. ■ '' 

The Progressive Conservative policy seems clear-cut. No 
nuclear weapons on Canadian soil, save in on emergency. 
NUciear weapons for our NATO forces in Europe, but only If 
sustained negotiations have failed to produce another roje 
that Canada's forces might play. - 

There ore four policies. Only the NDP and the PC plat- 
forms properly deserve the name. The other two policies, etpe- 
ciolly that put forward by Mr, Pearson, are confused, indeed 
deliberately so, and are prime^xqmp^^^ of a policy and a 
platform produced for politicàrèxpediericy. The Socred position 
can be excused, in view of their rather unusuol leadership 
problems, but the Liberal port/i; policy, (policies) come from 
Mr. Pearson; He must be held to blame. 

The result is thot^the many voters who excused his some- 
what insipid manner last election, on grounds that "he is not 
a politician you know, he is a diplomat" will hove to reconsi- - 
der. At present, Mr. Pearson acts neither like q diplomat nor a 
good, politician. His chief opponent, Mr. Diefenbaker, being at 
the very least, q. good politician, stands a surprisingly good 
chance of winning the April 8 election, and though Mr. Pearson 
would then become a proverbial three time loser, Canada 
might gain.

Amcrlca.-'^Tefti^li still blindly 
clinging to the status quo. One

Without subscribing to any 
dogmatic. view of the inevitability 

. of r: progress and- reform, it li, 
nëvértlieless, - hard to see how 
the status qiio can long be pre- 
served in Latin America. The, 
Cuban Itcvolutioa has made thii 
impossible. Not only has it given 
Communism a foothold in Latin 
America,' it has' also forced the 
United States to re examine and 
.then change its traditional atti- 
tude towards its southern neigh- 

"hours. 

. Some would say, with a Latin 
American wit, that revolutions in 
Latin America have been "aaî- 
saults on the national treasury." 
But these have been of the na- 
ture of palace coups — what is 
happening in Latin America t(h 
day is a new phenoménon, ma- 
nifested by an ever increasing 
demand for land reform, for re« 
distribution of wealth, for in 
short, a thoroughgoing social, po; 
lltical- and economic revolution. 

Communism, In its peculiar 
and, ultimately, totalitarian man- 
ner, has recognized this fact — 
Indeed, in many areas it has been 
responsible for proclaiming this 
coming revolution, has claimed 
to be the only legitimate expres- 
sion of it, and Is busy spreading 
' its ; message - to both rural and 
urban workers. The story - Is top 
much «- familiar one; witness 
Eastern Europe, and China. 

U.Sa Aciibns 

The Kennedy Administration Is 
aware of all this and has taken 
cognizance of the new forces for 
change in Latin America. It Is 
attempting to thwart Communism 
by underwriting a social revolu- 
tion of its own in Latin America 
"by means of the Alliance for 
Progress. Under this scheme a 
priority in aid would be given to, 
those cbuntrles which carried 
out effective social reforms. As 
well, each nation was expected 
to fulfill an Increasingly larger 
role in the economic 'programme, 
as tinie went on. 

This was-- in ' 1961. Today most : 
: observers are pessimistic indeed 
as to whether thq Alliance will 
succeed, even in part. Why this 
gloomy forecast 7 The philbsophy 
• behind the scheme on the part 
of the President was that social 
reform would have to tal<e place 
in Latin American states or else 
United States'' aid would only 
serve to make the rich richer. As 
.well, . a greater feeling of ac- 
complishment would be derived 



, playèd a helping hand, 

Part of thé responsibility for 
the-'bleak outlook lies with the 
United Stales;; Latin Americans 
found It difficult to comprehend 
why, when Kennedy promised one 
blUlon dollars t year for ten 
years to Latin America,, the first 
year's request was slashed to 
$600 million by Congress. They 
could hardly be blamed for feel- 
ing that Washington's heart was 
not in Aid to Latin. America, es- 
pecially when such hiige sums as 
those for defence, space research ' 
and .the like, passed Congress - 
relatively easily. 

• Bureaucratic 
Tangle 

Moreover, the Alliance for 
Progress has become encumbered 
by the hiige and inefficient bu- 
reaucratic machinery to which it 
has been geared. And this govern- 
mental machinery itiust deal with 
'« similTr setup on- thè Latin 
American side. This leaves little 
room for participation for or by

the people of Latin America, 
those who were going to be given 
a new motivation. ■ 

The Latin Americans are -far 
from guiltless. The initial reaction 
on the part' of local entrepreneurs 
was to rush thehr capital off to. 
—Switzerland or some such safe 
harbour. This clement didn't like 
(he sound of a Programme that 
called for "social responsibility", 
on the part of local businessmen. 

As it stands now the Alliance 
for Progress. Is a^hybrid; it does 
not live. New life must be breath-; 
ed into it and this can oiiiy be 



done by persuading Congress to 
get behind the Alliance unani- 
mously, with dollars ' as well as 
with words. Let there also be 
teeth to it; let it be seen that 
social refonns in Bolivia and Ve- 
nezuela be strongly backed ' arid 
that remaining , dictatorships and 
oligarchies lilce those of Paraguay, 
Peru. Ecuador and Colombia be 
left "high and dry". 

Prospects Poor 

Even at. best, the Alliance for 
Progreiss caiinbt expect to make 
all of Latin America "safe for 
democracy" overnight. Chatfccs 
are that certain areas are beyond 
hope of evolutionary reform. It 
i8~ hard to see, for instance, 
how violence can be avoided in 
such countries as Peru, Ecuador, 
Nicaragua, Paraguay and Haiti. It 
is probable that more men like 
Castro •— uncouth, verbally anti- 
American, demagogic — 'will 
emerge as leaders. The United 
States roust learn , to live, and 
even work with such governments, 
so long as they are In earnest in 
carrying out social reform. This 
was the big lesson of Castro's Re- 
volution. The State Department 
Solved nothing by pulling out of 
Cuba — by doing so they merely 
defaulted to the Soviets. 

The new. American criterion 
will have to be that ttie Latin 
American revolutionary govern-, 
ment should not be pro-Com- 
munist while still devoted to so- 
cial reform — It Is a forgone con- 
clusion that any such government 
will be anti-American. The 'United 
States is not in a popularity con- 
test In Latin America, their Ima- 
ge' is not an untaniUhedioneiand 
it cannot be expectedlhaïtKfwîlll 
Improve overnight. , 

We In the West should be 
anxious to see progressive, pros- 
perous, viable and Independent 
republics in .Latin^^^lerlca. JVe 
'VahouU n^^Usist'tiiat^ 
be 'pKdispMed-!tono^''-['«^

,.W'i.Naying a membership of over 2500 (dll women on entering McGill are automatically 
•inajnlMn)]^lhe W/omen'( Union hat a unique responiibllit/ to . .women . students. Traditionally, 
'^f'aafe^ljcick^to'liHir time when Itoyal Victoria College was THE wom^en's college (McGill College 
. was for men only) and the women banded together to form a McGlll Women's Students So- 
ciety, administering the various clubs and societies, holding concerts, lectures and dances, and 
organizing a volunteer hospital service. 



However, with the eînaneipa* 
tloD of women following the first 

. world war and changes in the 
McGill Daily's consUitutlon which 
admitted women on equal sta- 
tus to men, an amendment on 
March 19, 1031 to the StUdenU' 
Society constitution provided that 
women of the University were to 
be officially recognized as mem- 
bers of the Students' Society. A 
week later, the MWSS ratified 

. the changes, and with women 
now represented on the campus- 
wide Students' Society, the Wo- 
men's Union emerged with a some- 
what similar outlooic to that of 
the present : as representative 
voice of women, linic between re- 
sident and non-resident woman 
studéhti^'ànd service organization 

' both to women students and the 
- campus at large. 

Of course, there ' have been 
substantial changes since that ^ti- 
me. During the second world 
war, for example, all women stu- 
dents at-McGIU were required to 
do two, hours 'i"voluntary" war 
service woric every wceic and in 
1050-51 with the reorganization 
of the Students' Society many of 

' the Innumerable clubs and socie- 
ties which . formerly had been 
controlled by the Women's Union 
were taken over by men's clubs. 
In the past, the Women's Union 
has been instrumental in setting 
up Women's lounges in the Arts 
Building, Chemistry Building and 
in RVC, and in instituting the 
RVC cafeteria for non resident 
women students as well as resi- 
dents. . 

However, to examine the scope 
of its functions at present, let 
us run through the activities 
sponsored by the Women's Union 
this year, and see just how its 
objectives ire fulfiUed. 

Representative 
Body 

The Women's Union is repre- 
sentative in two ways. First, the 
membership of its executive it- 
self is representative, of the lar-^ 
ger female campus population — '' 
both in terms^ of campus activi* 
ties, the resident — non resident 
distinction, ^and year. The present 
executive,ti:for example, has 4 
resident members, and 8 non re- 
sident. There is a special first 
year representative and fairly 
even distribution of representa- 
tion from the other years. Final- 
ly, the presidents of the top wo- 
men's organizations on campus 
: — the Red Wing Society, and the 
Women's Athletic Association — 
as well as the Women's Editor of 
the Daily take up the rcmahiing 
seats on the Executive of the. 
Women's Union. 

The second way in which the 
Women's Union is representative 
is through the Students' Executi- 
I ve Council where the President 
of the Women's Union sits. Here 
she represents the Women's 
Union, and specifically, the opi- 
nion of women students at large 
on -matters of the day. 

Resident — 
Non-Resident Link 

Many of the Women's Union 
activities arc specifically desi- 
gned not only to introduce the 
women students of each year to 
each other, but to acquaint .re- 
sident and non resident student 
and help them feel a part of the 
same university. Towards this 
end, Year Dinners are designed. 
îirviHÎ JKHI!- 



This year, the year dinners 
were particularly successful due 
to several innovations. The Third 
Ytar Dinnar organized by Susan 
Fromm was, in effect, sponsored 
by the Women's Union with each 
and every Ryc girl as a per- 
sonal hostess. A candlelight af- 
fair, it took place for the first 
time in the main dining hall of 
RVC with' 4 resident and 4 non 
resident students at each table. 
Following dinner, most of the re- 
cord 200 guests retired to the 
West Lounge for an informal cof- 
fee break with Miss Reynolds, 
Dean of Women and Warden of 
Royal Victoria College, and heard 
I short performance of the fa- 
mous McGill Martlets. 

Similarly, the Second. Year Din> 
ner, organized jointly by Pat Pa-'

Bjf far the most important as- 
pect of the Women's Union's jic- 
tivities are the variety and scope 
of its services. 

Every year, a Frtihtttt Recap- 
tion Program is organized which 
•supplements the campus - wide 
Fteshman Reception Program. 
Organized this year by Susan 
Begg, it provides, among other 
things. Big Sisters to all fresh- 
cttes, and "Guardian Angels" to 
all freshie-sopha. Clue Books and. 
Handbooks, edited and put out 
by the Women's Union were once 
again sent out to all new women 
students informing them of pro- 
per dress and behaviour, and ac- 
tivities open to them. In addition, 
a splash party .was organized to 
proylde;;an^<informaI setting for r 
8tudentSxand;theirvBig iSisters-to 
gel;facqiuitited.^Flnally, a tea was 
held!forTfresIiéttës to meet'fema- 
léifàculty.: members — including 
the' Warden, the Women's Atlile- 
tic Director, and tho librarian of 
RVC — and several of the female 
campus "wheels". 

The Women's Union sponsors a 
Volunteer Hospital Service run 
this year by Minna Joseph, Thir- 
ty-five girls took part In the pro- 
gram and among their duties, 
was the organization and super- 
vision of games for children of 
both nursery school and kinder- 
garten age at the University Set- 
tlement — children who would 
othenviso have been forced to 
play in the streets. In addition, 
they aided in tho Settlement's 
"Golden Age Club", designed es- 
pecially for elderly people with 
no ono to turn to. Finally, Wo- 
men's Union volunteers helped . 



out at .the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
working under an occupational 
therapist, organizing and super- 
vising the play of sick or handi- 
capped children. 

. The - Women's Union is also 
the official sponsor of women's 
blazers responsible for obtaining 
them at a lower price than is 
otherwise available. A new servi- 
ce ''was this year organized to 
supplement the salé of new bla- 
zers — this was the Second Hand 
Blazae Bazaar where second hand 
blazers could be bought and sold 
with the, Women's Union operat- 
ing as intennediaries. Set up by 
Jill McMurtry, our bazaar niakea. 
it possible to obtain blazers nor- 
miuy priced at between $25 and 
$35 for less than half price. 

Schbloxihip 

' The Muriel Rotcoe Scholarthip 
Fund, however, was once again 
the real focus of interest for Wo- 
men's Union activities. Tliis.year, 
the recipient of the scholarship, 
awarded annually by the Wo- 
men's Union to a campus coed 
for both academic, extracurri- 
cular and financial merit, was 
won by Agnes Gordon, a second 
year Music student. She was en- 
tertained at a tea by^e Women's 
Union Kxecutive!r«tjwhich time 
Dr. Roscoe herself ^ was in atten- 
dance to make the presentation. 

Among the activities sponsor- 
«d annually by the Women's 
Union to raise money for this 
fund are Shoeshlne Day, the Se- 
cond Hand Book Exchaniie, and 
the China Display. The aim is to 
raise $500 each year for the 
fund until such a time as the 
fund becomes self-perpetuating 
(i.e., until such a time as the 
interest itself is sufficient for a 
scholarship). This year, however, 
over $800 has been ttumed over 
to the fund. ' 

Shotthino Day la the notorious 
occasion'for swarms of coeds (85 
this year) to comb the campus in 
seardi:of '^scuffy shoes. Organized 
by Jill 'HcMurtry, the .event turn- 
ed over one hundred and eighty- 
four dollars to the fund, an in- 
crease of over twenty-five dol- 
lars. For the first time, the group 
of coeds shining the most shoes 
were awarded a prize — the 
"Booty Prize" (bronzed baby boo- 
ty) — the treasured symbol of 
superior "elbow-grease." In the 
form of trophy \yith winners' 
names engraved on' it, the Booty 
Prize, it is hoped, will become an 
annual institution. 

The Second Hand Book Ex- 
change, organized not only for 
women students, but for the cam- 
pus-at-large, this year handled a 
volume of $3,300 in books. Books 
were brought in for sale by Mc- 
Gill students and put on display, 
whereupon interested buyers 
could purchase these used books 
from the Women's Union for a 
much reduced priee^^The Wo- 
men's Union in turn' reimbursed^ 
the original owner. Taking 'a 
slight service charge plus any, 
sales which were not claimed,' 
the Women's Union in this man- 
ner succeeeded in raising an ad- 
ditional $425 for their Scholar- 
ship Fund. 

As a matter of. interest it may 
be added that a substantial of 
unsold, unclaimed books have 
been accumulated over the past 
number of years. I'hesc are pre- 
sently being surveyed by the RVC 
librarian.

. In rereading my article, re : 
the CXVJ)i. Festival hi Panora- 
ma last Friday (Feb. 22), I found 
tliat several of my comments 
had been deleted without my 
knowledge, because of lack of 
space, I suppose. I consider some 
of these important, both for ac- 
curate reporting of the Festival 
and for explanation of my opi- 
nions. 

(a) Although the Festival may 
have been better organized in 
the past, a much -greater spirit 
of camaraderie was attained this 
year. The credit for this goes 
particularly to the co-convenor, 
Janet Archibald, ^who seemed to 
have organizedfthe Festival, and 
to be runnhig it, practically sin- 
gle-handed. 

(b) The Best Actress Award 
could have gone to any one of 
the other girls nominated . . . i.e. 
Hughic Martin of Loyola or Pat 
Falrman of U. of T. (or either of 
the girls from Sir George) rather 
than to the actual winner. My 
own choices were, by name, Ma- 
voumccn Dwyer' and Mary Blake 
of Marianopolis. 

(c) Loyola's production was a 
highlight, not only, in my own 
opinion, but in that of the au- 
dience, which frequently inter- 
rupted the play with applause 
and greeted the players with 
bravos at the curtain calls. -

and Dean Mordell of the Fnculty 
of Engineering. 

In addition to explaining the 
technicalities involved in HARP, 
Mordell and Bull showed colour 
slides and movies taken on loca- 
tion and discussed the, humorous 
"unscientific" aspects o'f the pro- 
ject. 

The idea of making the paper 
plans a reality was first conceived 
last April. Bull thought of em- 
ploying an '8-inch gun, but it was 
decided later- oil to use a 16" mod- 
el, the ismallest.; piece of which 
wdghed 143 tons. ' • 

Not Conventional 

Fortunately, the U.S. took an 
interest in the project, terming 
it "something definitely not con- 
ventional" and offered their serv- 
ices. The site chosen for the Pro- 
ject was Barbados, and the tre- 
mendous gun (which had not been 
fired for over 34 years) was duly 
transported, to,; the i island. . 

"We raiii-^lhtdîtaU sorts of 
amusing difficulties", commented 
Bull. "The 'landing operations were 
planned in less than one week — 
after we had decided that the only 
way. to -transport the gun parts 
was by ship. 

"At the point of landing, there 
was a coral reef of few hundred 
feet from shore. Due to the fact 
that the clearance over 4he reef 
was 10 feet, it had to be blasted 
by dynamite to make way for the 
ship, which happened-^ to be 11 
feet deep." 

The gun and all necessary con 
struction material were transported 
by U.S. ships. "And, believe me," 
said Bull, "it was the only time 
in history that a U.S. ship flew 
the American flag along with the 



McGill insignia and its thrc«, red 
Martlets." 

From the ship, the material was 
transferred by a specially con- 
structed railway to its destination. 
"This was the only railro.id ever 
built by McGill — with the help 
of the U.S. Army. We called it 
the John Page Foul Bay Western 
Railway — and^it"never existed 
in its entirety, because we had 
only 1000 feet of track and had 
to keep tearing up the track once 
the shipment had passed, and re* 
setting it" 

Movie' 

As everyone knows, ■ Project 
HARP was successful and accom* 
plished all and more than it had 
set out to. The movie Illustrated 
the actual firing of two shots and 
interviewed Dr. Bull and the com- 
manding officer representing the 
U.S. Army. 

The American officer comment- 
ed on the fact that Canada ^ad 
shown so little interest ih^'an^op-- 
eration such as HARP. He 'stated 
that the consideration of the U.S. 
stemmed mainly from its interest 
in all research, fields, including: 
meteorology.- "McGill deserves a 
lot of credit for having the imagi* 
natlop to foresee the. tremendous 
possibilities and' effects' of ' a pro- 
ject of this nature." 

Professor Bull, described by the 
movie announcer as an "impatient 
genius", summed up the meeting . 
by expressing satisfaction with the 
results of HARP. "However, our 
work in this field is definitely not 
finished," he said. "More tests will 
be carried out in a few months 
\ime, exploring the tremendous 
possibilities of using guns for 
firing rocket boosters.".
